Spurred by sharp increases 
for food, fuels and metals, 
wholesale prices rose 0.6 per 
cent in September, the Labor 
Department said today. 
For the past three months 
combined, prices have in­ 
creased at a compounded 
annual rate of 11.1 per cent 
for bulk purchasers. These

Car Den 
Greater 


Collin County is a highly 
motorized community and is 
getting more so all the time, 
a recent survey shows. 
Even 
though 
local 
residents have cut 
down 
sharply during the last year 
or two on purchases of new 
cars, because of general 
economic conditions, there 
are more cars in use now 
than there were five years 
ago. 
As a result, the car density 
in the area as well as the 
number of families with two 
or 
more cars 
in 
their 
driveways, is greater than 
ever. 
The overall effect has been 
more parking problems and 
heavier congestion, an in­ 
crease in gas consumption 
and pollution, 
and more 
money spent for m ain­ 
tenance 
and 
service, 
especially so because people 
are trying to prolong the 
lives of their cars as much as 
possible. Their average age 
is now nearly 5.8 years 
The expenditure in local 
service stations alone, tor 


gas, oil, repairs and in­ 
cidentals added up in the 
past year to $11,944,000. By 
way of comparison, 
five 
years ago it was $7,118,000. 
The facts and figures on 
automobile populations and 
operating costs are from the 
Standard Rate and 
Data 
Service, 
the 
American 
Automobile 
Assn. 
and 
others 
The figures show that 
there were 135 passenger 
cars in use in Collin County 
per IOO fam ilies at the 
beginning of this year, a 
relatively high ratio. 
There has been a steady 
rise throughout the country 
in multiple car ownership, 
the Census Bureau reports 
Us latest finding is that 34 
percent of the households in 
the United States have two 
or more cars. 
The increase is attributed, 
to a large extent, to the 
progressive 
movement 
of 
population from urban to 
suburban areas, where the 
autom obile is the basic 
means of transportation. 


In Collin County, at the 
start of this year, automobile 
registrations came to 38,380. 
as against the 1970 total of 
26,600 
It represented a net in­ 
crease in 
the five-year 


period, after allowing for the 
number of cars that, were 
scrapped, of 44.2 percent 
Elsewhere in the United 
States the rise was 17.8 
percent. It was 16.1 percent 
in the State of Texas.

The Wholesale Price Index 
in September stood at 177.7 
from a base of IOO in 1967.

buyers paid $177.70 for goods 
that would have cost $100 
eight years ago. 
Wholesale costs for food 
jumped 4.3 per cent, led by 
higher prices for vegetables, 
beef, hogs and milk, the 
department said. 
But even more ominous 
than food prices, which 
fluctuate widely and pass 
quickly 
through 
the 
economic system, was the 
sixth consecutive month of 
steady upward costs all 
along the production line— 
from minerals dug from the 
earth to finished products 
ready for delivery to con­ 
sumers. 
The sharp increase in the 
WPI during the past three 
months 
indicate 
that 
in­ 
flationary 
pressures 
on 
consumers may intensify in 
the months ahead.-Prices 
rising at a double-digit 
rate—more than lO.per cent 
a year, which is a rarity for 
peacetime—were a primary 
cause of recession that 
ended last spring. 
Labor said fuels, metals 
and other materials that 
make up industrial com­ 
modities increased 0.7 per 
cent as a group for the 
biggest jump in ll months. 
Oil. natural gas, coal, elec­ 
tricity and other fuels for 


operating m achinery and 
plants rose 1.6 per cent, 
Labor 
said. 
Led 
by 
aluminum price increases, 
metals rose 0.8 per cent. 
The Commerce Depart­ 
ment reported Wednesday 
that prices that do not show 
up in the wholesale index are 
rising. 
For 
instance, 
m edian 
rents on new apartments 
opened last winter rose 8.7 
per cent to $212 from the 
same period in 1974. 
A partm ent rents have 
been climbing because of 
high interest rates, short 


supplies of available urban 
land and the government’s 
withdrawal from subsidizing 
construction rental units for 
people 
with 
low 
and 
moderate incomes. 
But the rate of apartm ent 
construction is slowing, 
which will mean even higher 
prices as competition for 
available space increases. 
Commerce said the rate of 
building is down, but costs 
are rising. Construction 
spending increased I Per 
cent in August to $126.2 
billion, the highest rate since 
February when it was $128.9 
billion 
at 
a 
seasonally 
adjusted annual rate. 
The increases reflected 5 
per cent gains for single 
family homes and 7 per cent 
for hospitals. The rises 
reflected inflation, not more 
construction.

Tyler Cup Race 


Scheduled Soon 


DALLAS 
(U P I) - The 
Tyler Cup was started as a 
two mile race with the idea 
of promoting physical fitness 
f o r 
m i d d l e - a g e d 
businessmen. But sponsors 
soon discovered when the 
executives shucked their 
expensive suits for jogging 
clothes, they didn’t leave 
their sense of competition 
behind. 
Last year’s winners were 
an airline executive from 
New 
York 
and 
a 
vice 
president of a Milwaukee 
brewery. Both men are 61 
and both ran the twomile 
race in under 12‘i* minutes. 
They will be back again 
this year on Oct. 18 for the 
fourth running of the race for 
corporation 
executives 
35 
and older. 
A test of speed is not 
supposed to be the central 
purpose of the Tyler Cup, 
named for its sponsoring 
company. 
“ However,” says Joseph 
F. McKinney, president of 
the sponsoring firm, "since 
it is somewhat difficult to 
keep 
these 
men 
from 
competing, many personal 
records have been posted at 
the Tyler Cup in past years.” 
Besides the individual 
awards, the four-man team 
with the best time wins a big 
silver trophy. 
Most participants in the 
field of 130 executives are 
dedicated to keeping fit, says 
competitor Ben Murphy, a 
vice president of the spn- 
soring firm. So the race is 
not a comic spectacle of 
paunch-prone business types 
huffing 
and 
puffing 
to 
nowhere. 
“All in the group are in 
good shape,” Murphy says. 
“A lot of them will run a 
leisurely two miles but some 
give it all they’ve got.” 
Some runners have taken 
as long as 22 minutes for the 
run and the average is a 15* a 
minutes, but others have 


posted times of just over IO 
minutes. 
Even though with each 
race they are a year older, 
the frontrunners in the 
overall standings turn in 
progressively faster times, 
Murphy says, and every 
year another record is set. 
“The best time now is 
10:03 and the fellow that ran 
it won’t admit it but I know 
he’s planning to try to beat 
the 
10-minute 
m ark ,” 
Murphy says. 
The arena for the contest 
is at the Aerobics Activity 
Center in Dallas where 
exercise 
experiments 
are 
conducted by Dr. Kenneth 
Cooper, an innovator of the 
aerobics method of exercise, 
who promotes jogging as a 
health measure.

In Collins Column 
Amendment Viewed

massed H R 7014, the Energy 
Conservation Act. Attached 
o this bill was my amend 
nent to halt court-ordered 
orced busing of public 
ichool students.

>pecifically states that 
no 
vehicle using gasoline or 
hesel fuel may be used to 
iran sport any public school 
student to a school farther 
than the public school which 
is closest to his home.' 
lf 
enacted, it would mean the 
end to forced busing and the 
violent demonstrations that 
have stemmed from busing. 
H R 7014 has now been 
sent to Conference. Seven 
members of the House will 
meet with 22 members of the 
Senate in an attempt to 
combine the House version 
of the energy bill with S. 622, 
which is the Senate bill. 
These two bills are vastly 
different and it remains for 
the conferees to settle these 
differences in such a way as 
to insure passage by both the 
House and Senate. When the 
final bill is presented by the 
Conference Committee, it 
cannot be am ended and 
must be voted upon by both 
Houses as reported. 
For this reason, it is im 
portent that the House and 
Senate 
Conferees 
un 
derstand the significance of 
the busing provision. It is 
equally important that they 
realize 
some 
of 
the 
d isa stro u s 
pro v isio n s 
relating to oil price controls 
that appear in the main text 
of the bills. Although the 
Conference is controlled by 
the Liberals, there is still 
hope that they will make 
extensive revisions and 
adopt 
positive 
energy 
solutions. 
My office has been deluged 
with questions concerning 
various aspects of my anti­ 
busing 
am endm ent. 
In 
particular, many ask if it 
would “fly in the face of 
Supreme Court rulings on 
busing.” Based on past court 
history, and A rticle III 
Section I of the Constitution, 
the amendment does not 
interfere with the overall 
power of the Court. Under 
the Constitution, Congress 
has the power to establish 


lower courts and limit the 
jurisdiction of those courts. 
What this means is that 
Congress, and specifically 
my amendment, can limit 
the remedies used by the 
courts 
to 
affect 
desegregation. The an ti­ 
busing amendment does not 
deny 
Civil 
Rights, 
but 
merely eliminated busing as 
an alternative for the courts. 
I h ave fought ag ain st 
busing ever since I cam e to 
Congress I have introduced 
Constitutional Amendments 
to halt busing, and have 
sponsored legislation which 
would curtail Federal funds 
from being used for busing. 
Our only hope is to amend 
legislation currently before 
Congress My Colleagues in 
Congress and I have poin­ 
tedly told the Courts how we 
feel about forced busing. We 
now have an antibusing 
proposal 
under 
con­ 
sideration by Conferees 
from both the Houses. Most 
people want to see a return 
to neighborhood schools and 
an end to forced busing. Only 
through 
C ongressional 
action will the Courts be 
given a new direction for 
their rulings.

Language Can Be 
Church Problem

L an g u a g e co n tin u es to 
present a raft of problems 
for 
c h u rc h e s 
— 
m ost 
especially in the language 
used to speak 
religiously 
about God and humankind. 
Many 
of 
the 
problems 
have been put into sharper 
focus by the em ergence of 
women as a potent force in 
church life and the woman 
l i b e r a t i o n 
m o v e m e n t ’s 
challenge to maledominated 
l a n g u a g e 
t h r o u g h o u t 
society. 
Parenthetically, however, 
it should be noted that not all 
of 
th e 
p ro b le m s 
with 
religious 
la n g u a g e 
a re 
ca u se d by an 
in c re a se d 
militancy of the women’s 
movement. The question of 
how to speak of God has been 
a particularly thorny one of 
20th century theologians and 
continues to be the subject of 
much thought, debate and 
theological reflection. 
A lot of people would like 
to 
laugh 
off 
w o m en ’s 
irritation at such things as 
the old hymn “ Faith of Our 
F ath ers” or even The Lord’s 
Prayer, which begins “ Our 
F ather.” 
But an increasing number 
of church officials think it is 
very important to take such 
m atters seriously. 
“ In the nam e of the Gospel 
and in the nam e of justice,” 
the executive council of the 
Lutheran Church in America 
was recently told, it has the 
“strong obligation 
to 
in­ 
stitute language changes at 
many points” of its con­ 
stitutional, theological and 
liturgical documents 
The comment was made 
by 
Dr 
Frederick 
Wentz, 
prolessor of church history 
a t th e H am a 
School of 
Theology, Springfield. Ohio. 
in a paper on the use of 
“ inclusive" language 


The paer is expected to 
serve as the basic working 
document for studies on all 
the 
c h u r c h ’s d o cu m en ts 
requested by the LCA’s 1974 
convention. 
In his paper Wentz m akes 
the distinction between what 
he calls “ people-language” 
and “ G o d -lan g u a g e” an d 
believes ch a n g e is m ost 
pressing 
in 
the 
area 
of 
‘people-language,” 
where 
there are “ no theological 
principes that could impede 
such progress.” 
He adds “ it may well b e” 
the Lutheran denomination 
already has a cohnsensus 
that will allow to minimize 
maleness of references to 
God. 
“ At 
an y 
r a te 
c h u rc h 
agencies 
should 
be 
com ­ 
mitted to working in that 
direction,” he said 
But in a fascinating adden­ 
dum to the paper, there are I 
signs of how difficult that 
might be. 
The addendum is called 
“ A 
b eginning 
look 
at 
‘F a th e r’ as a symbol for 
God,” and in it Wentz noted

Electronic Age 
Depends On Gold

NEW YORK (U P I) — The 
e le c tro n ic a g e is h ig h ly 
dependent on gold — not to 
buy 
electronic 
m achinery 
but to keep it running. 


E ven 
so m e 
s tra ig h t 
electrical devices such as 
plug c o n n e c to rs u sed in 
controlling the b rak es on 
sem i-trailer trucks depend 
on gold. 


“ No other m etal has been 
found 
th a t 
w ill 
p ro v id e 
re lia b le 
an d 
long 
liv e d 
e le c tric a l a n d e le c tro n ic 
connection contacts at the 
tiny w attages used in these 
sophisticated applications,” 
says P aul A icher, president 
of Technical M aterials, Inc., 
L incoln, R I. “ P la tin u m , 
palladium and other m etals 
have been tried, but they all 
have serious disadvantages 
in com parison with gold.” 


But gold is expensive — 
$160 or m ore an ounce in the 
in d u stria l m a rk e t. M uch 
m ore serious, 
it 
is com ­ 
paratively scarce, and even 
though it can be recovered 
when old electronic devices 
a re junked, it becom es in­ 
creasingly difficult for the 
e le c tro n ic s an d e le c tric a l 
industries to get enough. 


Industry 
in 
the 
United 
S tates 
alone uses 700,000 
ounces of gold a y ear. The 
e le c tro n ic s a n d e le c tric a l 
m an u factu rers a re by far 
th e 
b ig g e st 
u s e rs 
w ith 
jew elers and dental supply 
people following. 


Naturally, the electrical 
a n d electronics manufac­ 
turers have gone to great 
trouble trying to find sub­ 
stitutes for gold. When these 
efforts failed they turned to 
ways to reduce the amount 
of gold needed to transmit 
the electrical or electronic 
impulse. 
These efforts have been 
successful and 
Aicher’s 
company 
has played 
a 
leading role in them. 
“ We have worked out 
techniqes that can reduce 
the amount of gold required 
in sophisticated connectors 
by 25 to 90 per cent, ac­ 


cording to the application,” 
he said. “ P erh ap s we can 
save 25 per cent of the total 
industrial need for gold. At 
present prices that would be 
$24 million a y ea r but the 
p h y sic al c o n s e rv a tio n is 
m ore im portant 
than 
the 
m oney sav in g .” 


The gold is saved in two 
w ays. F irst, by substituting 
an alloy that contains only 55 
per cent gold for 24 or 18 
k ara t gold. The m etals used 
for alloying in the case of 
T e c h n i c a l 
M a t e r i a l s ’ 
patented alloy a re silver, 
cadm ium and indium , but 
there are other alloy fo r­ 
m ulae that 
save gold 
in 
electronics m anufacture. 


M uch m o re im p o rta n t, 
A icher 
sa id , 
a r e 
new 
sophisticated techniques of 
applying th e gold. 
“ U ntil 
com paratively recen tly ,” he 
e x p la in e d , 
“ sm a ll 
p a r ts 
frequently had to be gold 
plated all 
over to 
m ak e 
certain they would tra n sm it 
an electronic cu rren t. Now 
we have learn ed to apply the 
gold only in the tiny a re a 
w here it is needed in strip es 
as 
th in 
a s 
a 
h u n d re d 
thousandth of an inch.” 


High speed m achines built 
by T echnical M aterials, for 
exam ple, tu rn out th e thin 
gold alloy in a continuous 
strip that is skived into a 
larg er strip of base m etal. 
Skiving 
m ean s 
cutting 
a 
groove into a ribbon of m etal 
so another m etal can be 
inlaid in the groove and 
bonded firm ly. 


The gold alloy strip can be 
centered in the base metal 
ribbon, made to cover all of 
it or applied to one edge of 
the ribbon according to the 
kind of contacts needed in a 
particular electronic device. 
This ribbon can be cut and 
expertly applied at only a 
modest increase in labor 
costs but with a huge saving 
in gold. 


“Perhaps,” said Aicher, 
“our efforts can save enough 
gold around the world to 
have a braking effect on the 
speculative rise in gold 
prices.”
